SYNOPSIS OF WEDNESDAY MORNING'S SYMPOSIUM 


Subject: Organic Plastics in Dentistry. 
Speaker: E. Byron Kelly, Chicago. 


Synopsis: The reception of organic plastics by the profession has been enthu- 
siastic because dentists have been eager for something new, and this new develop- 
ment in restorative dental art has an element of glamour in which both the operator 
and the patient may share. This advancement in adapting plastics for dental uses 
is the product of the dentist-researcher, not of the commercial laboratories. Some 
business interests are propagandizing now against the usefulness of plastics in 
operative procedures. A brief report is therefore made of the observations over a 
three year period concerning all-plastic dentures (with acrylic teeth) worn in the 
mouths of patients. The various plastic materials are considered, and technical in- 
structions are given for making dentures with all-plastic tooth forms. 


Subject: Plastics for Beauty in Operative Dentistry. 
Speaker: La Mar W. Harris, Chicago. 


Synopsis: The plastic of chief concern for use in tooth-color restorations at 
the present time is methyl-methacrylate, which together with its other advantages 
has color stability. “lo accomplish the best possible restoration, close actention must 
be paid to details of processing. The temperature, time and compression each have 
a direct bearing on the finished restoration. It is possible that the beauty of the 
restorations will in the future take precedence over their wearing ability. If this 
prediction proves true, the present promise of fine wearing qualities will become 
an additional favorable attribute rather than a requirement. 


Subject: The Casting of Plastic Re torations for Operative Dentistry. 
Speaker: William E. Wilson, Springfield. 


Synopsis: The physical and chemcial qualities of acrylic are discussed; the 
operative preparation for acceptance of the restoration is described; the technique 
and method of casting are outlined; the action of acrylic under use in the mouth 
is considered; and a brief history is given of experiments over a ten year period.

ORAL SURGERY 

Subject: Everyday Problems in Oral Surgical Practice. 

Speaker: Daniel F. Lynch, Washington, D. C. 

Synopsis: An understanding of symptoms associated with disease and an 
ability to interpret these signs in the interest of making an intelligent diagnosis are 
essential to the proper servicing of the dental patient. From this point in the serv- 
ice, whether the practitioner feels that he has the skill and experience to handle 
the surgical procedures indicated or decides that the case should be referred is a 
matter calling for the exercise of intelligence, judgment and character. 

Preoperative Diagnosis: (a) roentgenologic factors; (b) sulphanilamide pre- 
medication and (c) Vincent’s infection (pretreatment). 

Selection of Anesthesia: (a) anesthesia and analgesia; (b) operative proced- 
ures determining the anesthetic and (c) mouth props and loose teeth.

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So You're NOT Going to Peoria? 


About this time each year the dentists of Illinois read about the State meeting 
to be held in mid-May. Some of them, in accordance with a long and pleasant 
custom, have already made their plans to attend. But many, after a brief looking- 
glass discussion, have come to the decision to stay at home. These stay-at-home 
dentists rationalize in fashions, such as these: I’m too busy; Peoria (or Springfield) 
is too far away; It costs too much to attend; There is nothing worth while after 
you get there; There is no fun or relaxation to be had. Let us analyze these objec- 
tions one by one: 

No one is ever so busy that he cannot help production by getting away for 
two or three days. A change of scenery, particularly in the Sprmg of the year, is 
refreshing after the long siege of the winter months. It helps the morale and thus 
energizes the dentist to get away from the tedium of routine practice for a couple 
of days. 

Peoria is little more than four hours’ driving distance from the farthermost 
corner of the State. That should dispose of the ‘too distant” objection. 

So far as cost is concerned, that can be fitted to any pocketbook. There is the 
choice of traveling by bus, by private automobile, by railroad coach, or by Pullman.

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Dentistry and Selective Service 

DENTAL STUDENT CLASSIFICATION—As was stated in our editorial of last Sep- 
tember, dental students (and other registrants preparing to enter one of the health 
professions) should be permitted as a group to defer their military training until 
after graduation. Some effort was made to this end before the passage of the 
Selective Service Act but all reasons advanced were quickly brushed aside by the 
President and the Congress with one word—wuNFaIR. It now has become apparent 
to at least one State Director of the Act, Paul G. Armstrong of Illinois, that there 
is grave need for granting individual deferment to those preparing for activities 
necessary to the national health. We quote from portions of Memorandum No. 
128, issued March 26, 1941 by Illinois Selective Service Headquarters at Spring- 
field, entitled “Student Reclassification.” 

Students . . . may be deferred in Class II-A by the Local board when the activity 
for which the registrant is in training or preparation is one essential to the national 
health. ... 

The requirements for graduation of a dental student are two years satisfactory 
academic work in an approved college or university and satisfactory completion of 
four years in a dental college, a total of not less than six years. 

During the junior and senior years the dental student actually renders dental serv- 
ice to the low income and underprivileged groups in dental school infirmaries. To 
reduce the needed number of dental students would, to that degree, influence this 


service to the needy and seriously handicap the health of these people. 
To maintain the present national ratio of dentists to civilian population, 2,250 grad- 


uates will be needed annually. The number who will be graduated this year (esti- 

mated) is 1,550 (second lowest since 1900). In other words a deficit of 700 to 

maintain the normal ratio. 

Authoritative military sources estimate a requirement of 2,100 dental officers by 
September 1, 1941. It is estimated that the Navy, Marine Corps and Public Health 
Service will require at least one-half this number, or about 1,000. These men will 
be drawn from the ranks of the highly skilled and means that a civilian population of 
approximately 12 million will be deprived of their services. ) 

In view of the above facts and estimates, it appears that if the needs of the National 
Defense Program and the public health are to be adequately served, there are not 
now a sufficient number of dental students in training to satisfy these replacement 
needs, and therefore a steady flow of oncoming graduates should be maintained. 

The dental profession of Illinois salutes Mr. Armstrong for his sound reasoning 
and for his manner of solving one of the major problems of the Selective Service 
System. This solution, which is the only one permissible under the present law, 
will go a long way towards safeguarding the future health interests of this State 
if it is followed by local draft boards. 


Murray Bitt—This bill, introduced into the U. S. Senate by Senator James F. 
Murray of Montana, provides, in effect, that medical and dental practitioners 
“shall in lieu of induction into the land or naval forces of the United States” be 
commissioned as officers ‘‘in the Medical Department Reserve, Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, and ordered into the active military services of the United States.” It 
further provides that medical and dental students and medical and dental teachers 
shall be exempt from training and service in the land or naval forces of the United 
States, except in time of war. All of the health professions are urging the passage 
of this bill for they know only too well that some such measure is indicated to 
guarantee adequate health protection for not only our armed forces but for the 
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Herb Graffis hits the nail on the head in the current number of Golfing when 
he calls the American “the laziest of God's Creatures.”

Take it from one who 
knows and who consequently hasn’t a middle-aged paunch! If the average man 
would spend as much time massaging below his ribs as he does massaging his scalp 
he'd be a lot better off. Besides what does this scalp massage get you? Look at 
all the members of the society of alopecians we have in our midst. Some sage has 
said, “Life is short, nature is hostile and man is ridiculous!” When one reads the 
intriguing ads, How to grow hair, Guaranteed to grow hair, etc., and realizes 
that there are thousands of business and professional men who try out these schemes, 
it’s no wonder that the sage said, “Man is ridiculous.” Has anyone ever had any 
first hand information about these cures? Has anyone ever actually seen any 
results from a course of treatments? When all is said and done the victim probably 
does have a few more gray hairs as a result of worrying over it. Now comes a 
rumor that a dentist down Peoria way has restored his hair by the daily intake 
of Vitamin B. And what’s more it came in curly! Well, we've heard of that 
being done with rats. But who wants to associate with rats?

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


To strike out Section 3 of Article VIIl of the Constitution and substitute 
the following to be known as Section 3— 

"Life Members shall be such active members of the Illinois State Dental 
Society as have been in good standing for a period of twenty-five consecu- 
tive years, and those active members who on recommendation of the Execu- 
tive Council may be voted a Life Membership by a two-thirds vote at any 
annual meeting. They shall be exempt from the payment of dues appor- 
tioned to this Society after they have reached the age of sixty (60) years, 
but not from the dues apportioned to the American Dental Association. 
They shall have all the rights and privileges of -active members, shall be 
eligible for election to any office, and shall be governed by all the rules of 
this and their component Society whether retired from or still engaged in 
active practice." 

To strike out Section 2 of Article IX of the By-Laws and substitute the 
following to be known as Section 2— 

"Corresponding and honorary members shall be exempt from the pay- 
ment of all dues. An active member having paid annual dues for twenty-five 
consecutive years shall be constituted a Life Member, and shall be exempt 
from the payment of dues apportioned to this Society after he has reached 
the age of sixty years, and shall retain his Life Membership as long as he 
remains a member of his component society. A Life Member retired from 
dental practice and not associated with any commercial dental enterprise 
except scientific publications or activities, shall be exempt from this clause."

civilian population which must carry on our rapidly expanding industrial prepared- 
ness program. Approximately 200 dentists have already been inducted into the 
army as privates. All members of the Illinois State Dental Society should imme- 
diately wire or write Senators Scott W. Lucas and C. Wayland Brooks, Senate 
Office Building, Washington, D. C. requesting that they support this amendment 
(Senate Bill 783) to the Selective Training and Service Act. 


DENTAL REJECTIONS—Over ten per cent of those called for duty under the Se- 
lective Service Act have been rejected because of defective or insufficient teeth. 
During the World War the percentage of rejections for the same cause was much 
lower. Newspapers throughout the country have given front page space to this 
bit of information which has caused the average reader to infer that present day 
dentistry is poorer than that of 25 years ago. The profession can and should 
announce to the public the reasons for this changed condition. The depression 
reduced incomes to the point where many could not or would not afford as much 
dental care as previously. A higher standard of living was adopted by many (gov- 
ernments included) who could not afford to pay its cost and at the same time pay 
for adequate dental care. The average citizen has failed to heed the teachings and 
preachings of Dentistry which advocates early and regular care as the only known 
prevention against the ravages of dental diseases and the resultant necessity for 
costly and extensive dental restorations.
